The United States is prepared to 
open negotiations with both the Can- 
tonese and northern factions in China 
looking to treaty revision with that 
country.

Mexico City, Jan. 27 ((By A. P.).— 
Urbano Lavin, former governor of the 
state of Guerrera, and seven others 


have been killed in an encounter with 
federal forces at Xochipala, state of 
Morelos, in which the rebel leaders, 
former Gen. Luis Quiroz, Austin 
Mendcza and Marcelino Castrejon were 
wounded. The rebels belonged to a 
group commanded by Victor Bargenas, 
which finally was forced to disperse 
after a number of clashes with federal 
soldiers the last few days.

Dubuque, Iowa., Jan. 27 (By A. P.).— 


A portion of a woman’s torso was un- 
earthed in Riter’s woods, near . Platte- 
ville, Wis., tonight, where William N. 
Coffey, bigamist-slayer of his wife, 
Mrs. Hattie Hales Coffey, said he buried 
eleven parts of her hedy after killing 
her with a baseball bat. 

Upon the discovery by Frank Olson, a 
farmer, the county coroner ordered an 
inquest. 

Farmers residing in the _ Ritter’s 
woods started a search when they 
learned Coffey named the woods as the 
place where he dismembered and buried 
the woman. 

Meanwhile Coffey and authorities of 
Mauston are en route here, it having 
been planned to have Coffey aid in a 
search for the body. 

In a preliminary examination, Dr. 
Carl Andrews said the find included 
part of the torso, from the first rib to 
the thigh, and part of the abdomen. 
It was wrapped in a sack. Dr. Andrews 
said the organs he examined were un- 
mistakably those of a woman. 


COUNTERFEIT BILLS 
USED TO BUY LIQUOR 


Alleged Members of Shelton} 


Gang Accused of Passing 
Fake Currency. 


St. Louis, Jan. 27 (By A. P.).—Secret 
service agents asserted today their in- 
vestigation showed alleged members of 
the Shelton gang of southern Illinois 
had been buying high-priced liquor in 


Detroit with counterfeit $20 notes and 
transporting ‘the wet goods by automo- 
bile to the St. Louis district, where it 
was sold for real money. 

Agents arrested Charles Harris, an 
alleged Shelton follower, in Detroit Sat- 
urday and arrested Frank McCartney, 
30, here late yesterday. McCartney de- 
nied he knew Harris or had partici- 
pated in any joint bootlegging-counter- 
feiting enterprises. He indicated he 
would resist extradition to Detroit. 

Stephen A. Connell, in charge of the 
secret service bureau here, said Harris 
and McCartney were alleged to have 
passed more than $15,000 in the spu- 
rious notes. He said further arrests 
were expected.

Honegger’s Opera Has 
American Premiere on 
Chicago Stage. 


IS A MUSICAL NOVELTY 


Chicago, Jan. 27 (By A. P.).—Mary 
Garden, who has brought many French 
Operatic novelties to her American 
public, sang tonight the title role of 
“Judith,” based on the Biblical tale of 
Judith and Holofernes, for which the 
Chicago civic opera diva had predicted 
a bigger. sensation than “Salome,” 


eclipsing anything she ever had done. 

It was the American premiere of the 
work, the libretto by Rene Marax and 
the score by Arthur Honegger, French 
modernist composer. It had its first 
presentation in dramatic form in Paris 
in 1925, followed..by its first perform- 
ance as an opera at Monte Carlo last 
February. Production of the work, 
about which Miss Garden had spoken 
so enthusiastically, had been eagerly 
awaited by Chicago music lovers, the 
recent illness of the singer having 
made it necessary. to postpone the pre- 
miere a fortnight. 

“IT am bringing you a new opera,” 
Miss Garden had said in speaking of 
the music drama. “It is a work of 
great genius. Nothing like it has ever 
been written.” 

Supporting the star were Loring, 
Shearing, Ritch, Mojica and Formichli, 
with Polacco wielding the baton. 

The story concerns the beautiful 
young widow, Judith, who contrived 
to reach the tent of the Assyrian gen- 
eral, Holofernes, by night, begging him 
to spare her-city, Bethulia, besieged 
by his army.

Jolo Island Rebellion Caused 
by Tax Demands, It is 
Said in Report. 


CONSTABULARY BLOCKED 


Manila, Jan. 27 (By A. P.).—The 
grievances of Detu Tahil, Moro noble- 
man, whose fourth and favorite wife, 
Princess Tarhata Kiram, a former coed 
of the University of Illinois, has distin- 
guished herself by holding at bay a 
regiment of the Philippine cdnstabulary 
sent to suppress her husband’s upris- 
ing, were laid officially before Governor 
General Wood today. 


The grievances were set forth in a 
telegram received by the governor gen- 
eral from Carim Moore, governor of 
Sulu. The message says Datu wrote the 
Sultan of Sulu, uncle of the princess, 
January 24, alleging the Moros of Jolo 
island, scene of the rebellion, had: ap- 
pealed to him (Datu) to assist in op- 
posing the land tax, particularly the 
penalties for delinquency. 

Gov.” Moore declared Datu did not 
refer his complaint to government of- 
ficials, but immediately mobilized his 
followers and fortified themselves. 

“Information received from various 
sources indicates Tahil now is demand- 
ing a l-peso cedula (poll tax, now 2 
pesos), no land taxes, the privilege 
of carrying blade weapons without re- 
striction and various other minor 
things,” the message said. “The real 
cause is a general protest against ac- 
ceptance of democratic ideas of govern- 
ment and consequent restrictions, 
which same were imposed on the ac- 
tivities of the Datu clans. 

“Absurd ambitions, unwillingness to 
work, consequent poverty and family 
controversies over his marriage all 
tended to develop despondency and 
general dissatisfaction with life, re- 
sulting in,this gesture for prestige and 
influence. In fact, I believe in the 
beginning it was only a gesture for 
popularity, but he carried the bluff so 
far he could not control the ignorant 
people.” 

With only Datu and kis 200 armed 
followers facing them, the constabulary 
forces easily could make short work of 
the uprising, but the princess stands 
between the soldiers and the rebels. 
Her presence in the armed camp has 
caused the constabulary to stop short. 
She is the favorite niece of the sultan 
and imjury or death to her would 
arouse the entire Moro race.

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CONTROVERSY WITH MEXICO. 


The Robinson resolution adopted by 
the Senate makes the declaration that it 
is sound policy “to submit to an arbitral 
tribunal, which shall apply the principles 
of international law, the controversies 
with Mexico relating to the alleged con- 
fiscation or impairment of the property 
of American citizens and corporations in 
Mexico.” 

The Constitution of the United States 
protects the institution of private prop- 
erty. The Mexican constitution of 1917 
and the laws enacted to enforce it destroy 
the right of aliens to own property. 

There does not appear to be an inherent 
and inalienable right in an individual to 
own property. The right may be taken 
away by the sovereign, and if it exists it 
exists only because .of the protection 
given by the sovereign. 

There was supposed to exist an “‘in- 
alienable” right to own slaves, but it was 
destroyed. Distillers and brewers in re- 
cent times owned valuable property, 
which was destroyed by law. 

Although Americans regard the right 
to own property as inherent in the in- 
dividual, their conviction is based on 
moral and not on legal grounds. Legally, 
the right depends upon local law. 

There is no international law guaran- 
teeing the institution of private property. 
If Russia and the United States were 
parties to an arbitration on a question 
relating to the institution of private 
property, the constitutional rights of 
American citizens would have no more 
validity than the constitutional rights of 
Russian citizens. If the property in 
question were in Russia it would be sub- 
ject to the local law, which disregards 
the institution of private property. The 
arbitral tribunal could not apply any in- 
ternational law which would overrule the 
Russian constitution, nor could it apply 
the rule embodied in the United States 
Constitution unless Russia had agreed 
that aliens should enjoy rights superior 
to those of natives. 

The Mexican constitution and laws, as 
they are to be enforced, will as effectively 
destroy the institution of private prop- 
erty so far as aliens are concerned, as 
does the Russian constitution. Only 
those aliens who waive the right to ap- 
peal to their own governments for pro- 
tection may own property in Mexico. 

It has been repeatedly stated that the 
United States government recognizes 
that Mexico asa sovereign may enact 
whatever laws she pleases, but that she 
has no right to confiscate property owned 
by Americans. Would not the United 
States, if it agreed to arbitrate the pend- 
ing controversy, run the risk of a decision 
declaring that Mexico, as a sovereign, 
may destroy or confiscate private prop- 
erty, and that aliens have no recourse, 
notwithstanding the fact that their gov- 
ernments support the institution of pri- 
vate property ? 

The Senate resolution setting forth 
that an arbitration with Mexico should 
be guided by the principles of interna- 
tional law is dealing with an absurdity, 
inasmuch as there is no international 
law of property. Aliens in Mexico have 
no rights which natives do not enjoy, 
The constitution of Mexico is the law 
that governs the holding of property. If 
it denies property rights to Americans, 
the arbitrators would be forced to hold 
that the United States has no remedy at 
law. 

A study of the controversy with 
Mexico will show that it is a conflict of 
governmental systems touching the own- 
ership of property. It is not an arbitrable 
question, since neither government is 
bound to adopt the system of the other. 
If the United States should submit to 
arbitration the rights of its citizens in 
Mexico it would lose its case.

Wakefield, his birthplace, and the restoration 
of the ancestral home. The Wakefield Na- 
tional Memorial association has dedicated its 
efforts to the latter objective. 

Wakefield was burned to the ground in 
1779. In June, 1815, George Washington 
Parke Custis, grandson of the first President, 
sailed from Arlington in his schooner and at 
his own expense placed a slab marking the 
spot. as the birthplace of George Washington. 
Details of the house are not known. In 1815, 
in the ‘‘Field Book of the Revolution,”’ there 
appeared a drawing by J. G. Chapman, made 
from memory, showing a cottage which was 
supposed to be exactly like the house in which 
Washington was born. The inventory of fur- 
nishings in the birthplace, which is on record, 
shows, however, that the house must have had 
ten or fifteen good-sized rooms. The inven- 
tory is long enough to fill three newspaper 
columns, and includes, among other things, 
9 beds, 8 carpets, 51 chairs of mahogany and 
black walnut, and 14 tables. 

According to family tradition, the Washbing- 
ton home was a house of two stories, much 
larger than the cottage drawn by Chapman. 
Furthermore, United States engineers, who 
explored the grounds of Wakefield last sum- 
yner, found ruins of foundation walls which 
indicated a structure 51 by 31 feet in size. 

Much research must be completed before 
Wakefield can be restored, and if the work 
is to be completed before 1932 a start must 
be made immediately. The importance of 
preserving historic places is stressed by all 
patriotic citizens, and no better way to cele- 
brate Washington’s anniversary can be 
imagined. The Wakefield association, which 
already owns 70 acres of the original estate, 
together with the necessary rights of way, 
sheuld “be given. every encouragement in its 
efforts. 


HUNGARY’S NEW PARLIAMENT. 

The recovery of Hungary from its after- 
war depression is not only a matter of pride 
to all Hungarians, but is the subject of con- 
gratulations from other peoples and govern- 
ments. The economic reconstruction of the 
country, begun in 1924, has been accomplished 
by the balancing of the budget and the estab- 
lishment of the gold standard. Foreign re- 
lations have been greatly improved, as mani- 
fested by the making of important commercial 
treaties which are serving to develop both 
imports and exports. With an outlet to the 
sea, which is expected to be the result of 
negotiations with Italy for the use of the 
port of Fiume, Hungary will soon be in a 
position to take full advantage of its natural 
resources. ; 

Politically Hungary has also been making 
strides toward firmer peace and wider liberty. 
The new parliament, which formally opens 
today, marks the return to the bicameral sys- 
tem which flourished Yor centuries. in that 
country. The upper house, roughly cor- 
responding to the United States Senate, is a 
novel and interesting parliamentary  experi- 
ment. It contains 240 members. Of these 
$8 are hereditary members, chosen by their 
peers from families possessing those rights. 
Forty life members are appointed by the gov. 
ernor. Seventy-nine members are ¢lected by 
municipal or other local authorities. Thirty- 
one members represent the clergy, including 
two members of the Jewish faith. Twelve 
members are judges and other high officers of 
state, and 40 are elected by groups or agso- 
ciations of bankers, economists, scientists, and 
other professions. Thus the upper house will 
represent the best intellect and character of 
the country, with the balance of power always 
in the hands of the elected representatives. © 

An epitome of Hungary's recent history, 
printed elsewhere in this issue of The Post, 
reveals that the government and people of 
that country are working energetically and 
harmoniously for broader liberty, peace and 
prosperity. They deserve the good will of all 
nations in their arduous but hopeful task. 


CAMPAIGN AGAINST CANCER. 

The strength of public opinion, when in any 
united way it demands a reform, was forcibly 
demonstrated at a recent meeting held in 
London on the subject of cancer prevention. 
For some time past there have been complaints 
throughout Britain that the public was not 
receiving sufficient information from reliable 
physicians on the best means of preventing 
that dreaded disease or on the easy way to 
recognize it in its early stages. There were 
not wanting insinuations—unworthy ones, in- 
deed, and surely baseless—-that the members 
of the medical profession were reticent on the 
subject, either because they had not the neces- 
sary knowledge themselves, or because they 
did not want to lose the opportunity of earn- 
ing fees in cases in which the malady de- 
veloped. 

Ultimately the outcry became so valuminous 
and so persistent that it goaded the British 
Medical association into action. Under the 
auspices of that body, a series of lectures has 
been organized for the purpose of disseminat- 
ing in the widest possible way the information 
so clamorously sought. Neville Chamberlain, 
the minister of health, presided over the first 
lecture, which was given on Monday last. The 
speaker on the occasion was Sir Berkeley 
Moynihan, president of the Royal College of 
Surgeons. Declaring that cancer is now the 
most menacing of all the ills of the human 
race; that one person in every seven dies of 
cancer; and that while other diseases are 
losing ground, the cancer death rate has in- 
creased 20 per cent in the last 20 years, he 
demanded a continuous and tireless research 
by trained workers, aided by a public fund 
established for that specific purpose. 

Surgeon Moynihan’s appeal is not likely to 
fall on deaf ears, because the British public 
is thoroughly aroused on the question of can- 
cer. Great scientists in Britain are already at 
work on the problem of finding out the cause 
of cancer and then determining its cure, but a 
great accession to their numbers may now be 
looked for speedily. These new recruits will 
give added strength to tlhe little army of

PROSPECTIVE REVENUE LEGISLATION. 

In spite of the persistent efforts of some of 
the Democratic leaders in both houses of Con- 
gress to force a bill for the reduction of in- 
ternal revenue taxes through before March 4 


there is little likelihood that the effort will be | 


successful. The original program of the House 
Democrats was promptly killed, and now Mr. 
Reed, of Missouri, is leading a forlorn hope in 
the Senate, in spite of the constitutional pro- 
vision that measures for the raising of revenue 
must be initiated in the House of Representa- 


The senator from Missouri, however, has a 
precedent for his movement to have the Senate 
take such an initiative. It is found in the 
action of the Senate in the last session of the 
Forty-seventh Congress. During the summer 
of 1882 a commission investigated the subject 
of customs tariffs and submitted a report rec- 
ommending many changes in the rates of duty 
assessed on imports, mostly in the way of re- 
vision upward. The report was received too 
late for action by the ways and means: com- 
mittee of the House, which had prepared and 
had put through a bill revising the internal 
revenue rates. During the early part of 1883 
the Senate received that revenue bill from 
the House and immediately thereafter the 
finance committee brought in a report which 
struck out all after the enacting clause and 
inserted in lieu of the House bill the schedules 
of the tariff commission. After seyeral weeks 
of discussion the bill was passed, and within 
a few days a conference committee had agreed 
upon a report which resulted in the enactment 
of the tariff law of 1883, substantially the 
complete bill of the commission. 

But that precedent is not likely to be fol- 
lowed this year. However, it is generally un- 
derstood from suggestions dropped by Mr. 
Madden that the ways and means committee 
will endeavor to frame a bill during the recess 
which will be designed to reduce the internal 
revenue collections by $350,000,000. 

Figures issued by the Treasury Department 
this week show that the internal revenues col- 
lected during the calendar year 1926 over the 
previous year were $300,525,067.91 from cor- 
poration taxes and $45,893,117.59 from in- 
dividuals. There is nothing in the business 
atmosphere to indicate that there will be any 
material falling off in the collections during 
the coming eleven months. Should the collec- 
tions continue their upward tendency at the 
same rate it may even be considered advisable 
to make a greater cut in personal and corpora- 
tion taxes than is now contemplated. On the 
other hand, tariff revision is extremely im- 
probable. 


Is SPEECH IMMORTAL? 


The theory has been advanced by various 
individuals that radio may possibly be the 
means of enabling science to pick from the 
air the voices of persons long since dead. 
Senator Royal S. Copeland, of New York, is 
the latest to suggest the possibility. In an 
address commemorating the ninetieth anniver- 
sary of the admission of the State of Michigan 
to the Union, delivered recently, he said that 
since the rays of light we now see were given 
off by the stars millions of years ago, it might 
be possible that sound waves made by the 
human voice are traveling around the world 
and will some day be picked up by radio. 

The suggestion is both weird and interest- 
ing. One finds it hard to accept the belief 
that there is a possibility that speech may be 
immortal. Countless philosophers have com- 
mented on the fugitive nature of the spoken 
word, given for the moment to those 
hearing, and lost in the next forever. With 
the invention of the phonograph it became 
possible to preserve words and sound, although 
rarely, if at all, have recording devices been 
used to set down for posterity important mes- 
Sages as they were being delivered. 

Possibly, however, each syllable uttered 
since the beginning of time has set into mo- 
a series of ethereal waves, which even 
now are rebounding about the great void bé- 
tween the planets, waiting only for the in- 
vention of a scientific key to unlock them to 
mankind. The speech of Socrates, the voice 
Napoleon, Abraham Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
address— possibly all are perpetuated some- 
where in infinity, ready to startle a sophisti- 
cated world. Even private homely conversa- 
tions, the breakfast table talk of Martha and 
George Washington, for instance, may be wait- 
ing, ready for ‘‘release.”’ | 

In this age of miracles, discoveries nearly | 
as strange as this have been made already, and 
the golden age of science has only begun to 
dawn. 
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VENTILATING THE SENATE. 

Because many senators have complained 
that after a day spent in the chamber they 
have felt depressed and tired, the President 
has sent to the House appropriations commit- 
tee a supplementary request for $185,000 with 
which to install machinery for ventilating and 
de-humidizing the Senate, Probably the re- 
quest will be granted, for all will admit that 
every effort should be made to spare senators 
the tortures of depression and lassitude after 
a bard day’s labor upon the floor. Of course, 
cynics may say that the Senate would not need 
fresh air if its members did not exhaust so 
much. 

For $185,000 the purchasing agent should 
be able to-obtain a piece of machinery which 
will go far toward offsetting the deleterious 
conditions caused by superheating the at- 
mosphere. Another splendid idea could be 
borrowed from the German reichstag, in 
Which, to relieve parliamentary congestion, 
electric traffic signals are about to be in- 
stalled. These signal lights consist of yellow 
and red globes, installed on either side of the 
speaker’s. rostrum. Five minutes before ‘an 
orator’s time is up the president of the body 
will turn on the yellow light, signifying ‘‘cau- 
tion—cut it short,’’ When the time is up the 
red light flashes its familiar signal, ‘‘stop.”’

| United States Senate document No 

195, entitled “Denaturization of Indus- 
trial Alcohol,” the Secretary of the 
Treasury submits a comprehensive 
| statement on the subject which indus- 
trial users of that commodity heartily 
indorse. 

Denatured alcohol was authorized in 
1906—nearly fourteen years before pro- 
hibition.

The agitation for the elimination 
from industriel alcohol of proved ef- 
ficient denaturants is based upon the 
monstrous proposition that the govern- 
ment should abandon formulae favored 
for over two decades by lawful business 
interests because, perchance, criminals 
may succeed in diverting the produc! 
The principal 
object of attack seems to be methanol 
(wood alcohol) which chemists the 
world over unite in proclaiming as the 
ideal denaturant. The present Satis- 
factory formulae used in the produc- 
tion of paints, oils, varnishes, polishes 
and innumerable other articles of com- 
merce call for pure alcohol denatured 
with methanol. 

Those who argue that industrial al- 
cohol should be made less impure are, 
in effect, asking that the government 
go into partnership with criminals in 
breaking its own laws. Expressed dif- 
ferently, they would glorify lawlessness 
at the expense of legitimate industry 

All that the situation requires is for 
the government to apprehend and pun- 
ish the bootleggers who make illega!

Later he became 
employed in a drug store at Paris, 
Tenn., and when 22 years old pur- 
chased the.store from a Dr. Caldwell. 
For years he operated the place as 
Grove’s pharmacy. During his years 
as a small-town pharmacist Mr. Grove 
worked continually, experimenting tn 
his modest laboratory. His experiments 
resulted in a formula for a chill tonic 
that later met witif an extremely large 
sale. Later he evolved the formula for 
a cold tablet that met with a similar 
success. 

After several years he found his 
manufacturing business hampered by 
transportation facilities and moved it 
to St. Louis. 

In 1897, suffering from insomnia, he 
came to Asheville for his health. Here 
he acquired property and began its de- 
velopment until, with the late Col. 
Frank Coxe and George W. Vanderbilt, 
he became known as one of the great- 
est developers of the western North 
Carolina mountain region. He built 
the Grove Park inn and the New Bat- 
tery Park hotel. The latter project in- 
volved the leveling of Battery Park 
hill, in the heart of the business dis- 
trict “of the city. He also developed 
two residential subdivisions at Ashe- 
ville and owned the Manor Resort ho- 
tel. Recently he announced plans for 
a new subdivision and started construc- 
tion of a $1,500,000 shop and office 
building. 

Mr. Grove was twice married. 
his first wife a child, Mrs. Fred L. 
Seely, of Asheville, was born. His sec- 
ond wife was Miss Gertrude Matthew- 
son, of Murray, Ky., and of this union 
Edwin W. Grove, jr., of St. Louis, was 
born.

Leaders Hold Up Under 


Persistent rressure.

New York, Jan. 27.—-The stock mar- 
ket turned dull today, with movements | 
uncertain and erratic and the volume! 
of trading the lowest for any day this | 
week. Net losses and gains, extending) 
to 4 points, were about evenly di-| 
vided. Cail money was plentiful at 4) 
per cent. Profit taking appeared 
throughout the list, and especially 
among the carrier stocks which re- 
cently had been active on the upside, 
but rallies were frequent, causing much 
irregularity. 

General Motors, United States Steel 
common and other ‘pivotal stocks held 
firm under persistent pressure, but a 
majority of the ¥st rose and fell, de- 
pending apparently on the amount of 
short covering or short selling which 
took place. Most of the recently much- 
wanted low-priced rails and some of 
the standard rails, after more or less 
seesawing, finished the day with losses 
ranging dywn to 2% points. A notable 
exception was Wheeling & West Vir- 
ginia, which enjoyed better support 
than most of the other carrier stocks, 
and closed at 54, with a net gain of 
25, after having established a new 
high at 55'..

tury, have been stemmed for a time at 
least, and the famous old lighthouse. 


here, which the*government once de- 
cided to abandon, is no longer doomed. 

Jetties and barriers have been com- 
pleted by the State at a cost of $75,000, 
and by agreement with the Federal 
government the lighthouse bureau will 
continue the beacon whose beam car- 
ries 22 miles. 

When the first light was built at 
Barnegat in 1834 it was a half mile 
from the water. Its site was only 300 
yards from the sea when the present 
tower was put into service in 1860. 
When the last official survey was made 
in 1924 only 27 feet of land lay between 
tower and ocean. Sea wall and care- 
taker’s house both have been washed 
away. . :

ASOOCIATION OPENS 
EW S00, 000 HOME 


Congratulations Received 
From All Over Nation on 
Moving to Structure. 


ORGANIZATION FOUNDED 
IN MODEST WAY IN 1881 


Assets Total $13,500,000; 
Secretary Carr Leader in 
Developing Society. 


The Perpetual Bullding Association 
today occupies for the first time its 
new $300,000 home, on the northwest 


corner of Eleventh and E streets, es- 
tablishing a definite landmark in the 
history of one of Washington's most 
energetic and rapidly growing organi- 
zations. From all parts of the country, 
letters and telegrams of congratulation 
have been added to the volume of 
written and verbal congratulation 
which the Capital has extended. 

In 1881, the association was founded 
in an unpretentious house on Seventh 
istreet. Today, with assets totaling 
|more than 613,500,000, it takes for its 
| headquarters a two-story structure of 
‘classic build worthy to rank among 
ithe city’s beautifully designed office 
| buildings. This new home—essential 
because of the growth of the corpora- 
tion—has been planned to provide for 
the expansion of the concern to more 
than double its present business. 

How surprisingly the business of the 
Perpetual Building Association has 
prospered may be gleaned from & sur- 
vey of figures showing the annual as- 
sets of the organization, officials point 
out. Hence, the year 1882 gives the 
concern $27,843.28 and the year 1926 
gives it $13,506,110.19. In 1893 its as- 
sets had pased the million mark, with 
funds totaling $1,092,063.83, while an 
addition of $2,780,640.40 is seen in fig- 
ures for 1926 over those of the pre- 
ceding year. 


Larger Quarters Become Imperative. 


It was in 1926 that the increasing 
business of the association made a 
change into larger and more adequate 
headquarters imperative, and the erec- 
tion of the new structure was begun. 
Work proceeded even more rapidly 
than was at first expected, and corpor- 
ation members who had hoped to be 
able to move into their completed of- 
fices by the first of February are to- 
day installed in a finished building 
where business is being actively trans- 
acted. 

Commodious quarters are provided 
for the employes and directors of the 
organization and its patrons. A “home- 
like” atmosphere is emphasized in the 
decoration scheme, which has been 
carefully chosen to tmpart an effect of 
warmth and harmony of color in keep- 
ing with what officials believe should 
be the character of a building associa- 
tion. Simplicity of lines and appor- 
tionment has been one of the main 
efforts of the architect, Clarence L. 
Harding. The building, standing 60 
feet in height and with a frontage of 
|\70 feet on E street and 55 feet. on 
Eleventh, was built by William P. Lips- 
comb Co., Inc. 

The structure is of Indiana limestone, 
having bronze window sashes, doors and 
door casings and a base of Milford pink 
granite 4 feet high. Three great plate- 
glass windows with bronze supports, 
91% feet by 13% feet, are to be found 
on both stories and on each side. Run- 
ning from the base to the heavy cor- 
nice of the same style, Corinthian 
fluted pilasters rise, this Grecian effect 
being further heightened by the classic 
appearance of the entire building. 


Lobby Spacious and Imposing. 


One of the most imposing features 
of-the edifice is the spacious lobby 
which occupies the 25-foot space front 
of the main floor and which ends at a 
simple open marble counter, over which 
business is transacted. The entire 
clerical force of the concern have their 
quarters behind this counter, while the 
officers are provided with private of- 
fices on a mezzanine fioor at the rear, 
overlooking the lobby. 

An ornamental room paneled in wal- 
nut for meetings of directors of the 
association is on the second floor. Large 
file room spaces fill the intervening 
section. The fact that the place is 
completely fireproof and not subject to 
the dangers which so frequently attend 
blazes in business houses renders the 
storage of important dccumenis and 
memoranda in these apartments secure. 
-An elevator renders them accessible at 
jan instant’s notice.

Best Materials Obtained. 


It has been the prime object of the 
building association to obtain the best 
possible materials for use in the con- 
struction of their latest home, and 
its efforts in this direction have been 
ably seconded both by the architect 
and the builder. The erection of the 
new edifice, which was begun last 
March, has been completed in @ com- 
paratively short time, but nothing has 


est detail of light, line or color which 
might enhance the general outline or 
the interior of the structure. 

It is in such a setting that the 
Perpetual Building Association plans 
to continue the labors which it began 
in the Seventh street building after its 
foundation, and has maintained at 
various other sites since. That it has 
been eminently successful in an unfail- 
ing expansion of business is proved by 
its record, and its directors at a recent 
meeting announced their conviction 
that the corporation will flourish until 
it reaches the status of a $20,000,000 
association.

Arthur G. Bishop, vice president; Mar- 
vin A. Custis, treasurer; Joshua W. 
Carr, secretary, and Edward C. Baltz, 
assistant secretary.

Bishop, Mr. Carr, Mr. Baltz, Mr. Cus- 
tis, Franklin W. Harper, Vernon G. 
Owen, John C. Scofield and George 
Wright. All are men who have had 
experience in their particular positions, 
and who have worked to raise a high 


erally. 
Joshua W. Carr Outstanding Official. 


Among the officers, Mr. Joshua W. 
Carr, the secretary, stands out pre- 
emiently as one who has struggled for 
years to make the Perpetual Building 
Association a real factor in the business 
life of the capital. The move of the or- 
ganization into larger quarters \repre- 
sents for him a sort of personal 
triumph, inasmuch as he was one of 
those contributing most actively to the 
expansion of business which made this 
move both possible and essential. He 
is today enjoying the congratulations 
of employes and officers. 

Mr. Carr has been in the service of 
the Perpetual Building Association 
Many years. Born in Leicester, Eng- 
land, he came with his parents to this 
country as a child, and has lived most 
of his life in Washington.

PROGRAM OF HUNGARY 
TO REHABILITATION

vised by a commissioner appointed by 
the league. 

At the same time Hungary was em- 
powered to fund its debt of $1,939,000 
to the United States government, con- 
tracted in 1919, for food shipped from 
America to Hungary after the war. A 
funding agreement was signed April 
24, 1924, by the Hungarian Minister 
in Washington.

The economic reconstruction of Hun- 
gary,, along the lines laid down by 
@ committee of experts of the League 
of Nations, began in January, 1924. 
Jeremiah Smith, jr’, of Boston, was 
ar »ointed commissioner general of the 
league for Hungary. Count Bethlen 
obtained extraordinary powers from 
the national assembly, which were re- 
garded as practically amounting to a 
financial dictatorship exercised by the 
government and the commissioner gen- 
eral. The amount of reparations be- 
ing fixed, Hungary was able to obtain 
a 474% per cent. loan of $50,000,000 in 
the United States, England, Italy, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Holland, and 
Hungary itself, without the loan be- 
ing guaranteed by the league or foreign 
countries. 

The main task of the reconstruction 
period was the balancing of the state 
budget and the stabilization of the 
crown. In order to achieve the first, 
high taxation and stringent measures 
of economy were introduced. Twenty- 
eight thousand state employes were 
dismissed and taxation was raised from 
one-fifth one-fourth of the esti- 
mated total income of the citizen. 
Thus the deficit in the state budget 
was wiped out with the first six months 
of the reconstruction period, with the 
assistance of only $14,000,000 from the 
loan, the remaining sum being avail- 
able for productive investments. The 
crown was stabilized in April, 1924, and 
Hungary returned to the gold standard 
by introducing a new currency, the 
“pengo” (17.5 cents), in 1926. 

In 1926 the League of Nations de- 
clared itself fully satished with’ the re- 
sults achieved, and on July 1 its able 
commissioner general, who had held 
almost complete contro] of the finances 
of Hungary, was recalled. The recon- 
struction period ended therewith.

In the meantime Count Bethlen in- 
troduced a bill in the national assem- 
bly providing for the establishment of 
an upper house of parliament. The 
bill became law in November, 1926. 
The national assembly had been dis- 
solved in October, and elections called 
for the new house of representatives 
to succeed the national assembly. The 
elections, held Decembér 4 to 8, re- 
sulted in a complete landslide in favor 
of Count Bethlen, 213 out of 245 seats 
falling to supporters of his policy. 

Count Bethlen’s peaceful foreign 
‘policy was also crowned with success. 
Hungary’s. foreign relations improved 
constantly under his guidance. and 
many commercial treaties were con- 
cluded with foreign countries, such as 
the United States, France, Germany, 
England, Austria, Italy, Jugoslavia, 
Spain, Poland. Commercial agreements 
were concluded with many others, so 
that there remain only four European 
countries (Russia, Portugal, Lithuania 
and Albania) with which Hungary’s 
trade has not yet been based upon 
special treaties. 

At the present time negotiations are 
being carried on with Italy toward se- 
curing an outlet for Hungary to the 
sea, the port of Fiume being under 
consideration. The political relations 
with the neighboring countries also 
show constant improvement. 

The newly established upper house 
of parliament is now organized. Its 
establishment means Hungary’s return 
to the centuries old system of two 
parliamentary chambers. It  corre- 
sponds to the house of magnates which 
discontinued its sessions at the out- 
break of the 1918 revolution; however, 
the new electoral law provides for 
wider. representation, including more 
classes of the population than here- 
tofore, only 38 of the 240 seats now 
being based upon hereditary privi- 
leges. The remaining seats are filled by 
either election or appointment. 

The formal opening of the new par- 
liament will take place today.

The veteran Alexander, it was learn- 


ed. returned his 1927 contract to Brea- | 


don unsigned because the document 
provided for no increase in salary over 
what he obtained last year, under con- 
tract with the Cubs and assigned to 
the Cards when he was transferred to 
the Cards for the waiver price. 

“Old Pete” was the third Card right- 
hander to refuse the terms offered for 
next season. The others were Jess 
Haines and Flint Rhem, who together 
won 33 victories last year. 


Moore in his suit did not state

HE clearing of the baseball records 
of. Speaker and Ty Cobb by 
Judge Lamdis yesterday, which ac- 

tion makes these two stars eligibie to 
carry on in the game which has made 
them famous and which they have 
helped considerably, may mean much 
to the Washington club, President 
Clark Griffith stated yesterday after- 
noon just before boarding a train for 
a short vacation at the Nats’ Tampa 
training camp. 


This baseball game is like one with | 


Mr. Hoyle’s pack of 52, with conditions 
changing with each deal. Only Tuesday, 
the Washington club president sadly 
stated that there was little or no chance 
of Speaker being obtained by the Na- 
tionals. Yesterday, however, he admit- 
ted that the outlook now has taken 
on a rather rosy hue. 

Restoring these players to eligibility 
also has given’ them back to their for- 
mer clubs—Cobb to Detroit and Speak- 
er to Cleveland. The former has stated 
that he was through as an active dia- 
monder, but “Spoke” has said that he 
was willing to play with the Indians 
among the rank and file. 


President E. S. Bernard, of the 
Cleveland club has other ideas, 
Griffith has been tipped off. He 
has appointed another manager 
and does not. believe that it would 
be to the best interests of his team 
to have the deposed one around. 
This is no reflection on Speaker, 
he wants it understood, but he 
simply feels that it might bring 
about embarrassing situations and 
not work toward the best interests 
of the team. 


President Griffith wired Speaker yes- | 


terday just as soon as he learned chat 
Landis had’ reinstated him. He is will- 
ing to go high for the great veteran, 
but naturally there is a limit to what 
he can afford both as to bonus for 
signing, which likely will be demanded 
by the player, and to salary. 

There is hardly a doubt but what 
Speaker would rather play here than 
with any other club and the chances are 
that the Nats could afford to bid as 
high as any other club in the league 
except the Yankees, all of which indi- 
cates that the Harrismen’s chances of 
landing the veteran look rather 
promising. 

If obtained, Manager Harris stated 
yesterday, Speaker will cover. center 
field for the Nats. “And wouldn’t he 
look good out there. between Goslin 
and Rice?’’, Bucky concluded. 


In deciding that he would dis- 
pose of Speaker as a player, the 
head of the Forest City club no 
doubt has in mind his experiences 
when Larry Lajoie gave up the 
managerial reins and continued as 
a player.

| Wrong-doing. 


‘Releases and Waivers 
Canceled—Revert to 
Former Clubs.

HICAGO, Jan. 27 (By. A. P.).— 

The cloud of .suspicion that en- 

gulfed Ty Cobb and Tris Speaker, 
two of the greatest outfielders of all 
time, was swept away today. 

The two stars were found not guilty 
by Kenesaw Mountain Landis, baseball 
commissioner, of fixing a game back 
in 1919 as charged by Hubert (Dutch) 
Leonard, one-time Tiger pitcher. Lan, 
dis completely exonerated them anf 
restored them to good standing. 


By the ruling, Cobb was placed 
on the reserve list of the Detroit 
club and Speaker on the Cleveland ' 
club. They have the same standing 
in baseball today as the other play- 
ers on those clubs. The manage- 
ment of those clubs may now deal 
with Cobb and Speaker in the same; 
manner as any others on the lists. 


They may offer them contracts to 
continue in baseball or they may ask 
waivers and by obtaining them declare 
them free agents to seek employment 
with other clubs. Or they may use 
them in trade with rival clubs in the 
American league. If all the clubs in 
the American league waive them, both 
Cobb or Speaker would be free to ne- 
gotiate with National league. clubs if 
they wish. 

Commissioner Lanis, in his decision, 
| pointed out that neither Cobb nor 
| Speaker had been found guilty of fixing 
la game at any time. He further pointed 
| out that all efforts to have Leonard, 
| their accuser, to come to Chicago from 
his home in Fresno, Calif., to face them 
in a hearing proved unavailing. 


Leonard’s charges that Cobb, 
Speaker, Joe Wood, then a pitcher: 
on the Cleveland team, and himself 
had arranged to throw the Cleve- 
land-Detroit game of September 25, 
1919, and that bets were made ac- 
cordingly by all players concerned. 


Leonard possessed an incriminating 
letter written by Cobb, which Leonard 
sold to the American league Officials 
for a reported $20,000. Ban Johnson, 
the American league president, “now on 
leave,’”” had intimated that other evi- 
dence was in his possession, but he de- 
nied this, in a written statement, last 
Sunday night a few hours before the 
American league club owners took it 
upon themselves to relieve him of his 
duties because of ill health. 

Commissioner Landis made it clear 
in his decision that at no time was 
there sufficient concrete evidence to 
convict Cobb, Speaker or Wood of the 
wrongdoing charged by Leonard. The 
decision did not include a ruling on 
Wood, because he is not longer con- 
nected with organized baseball. He is 
now baseball coach at Yale university. 


Neither Cobb nor Speaker were 
present when Secretary’ Leslie 
O’Connor passed out the typewrit- 
ten sheets of the decision, nor were 
they represented by counsel. Cobb, 
former manager of the Tigers, and 
Speaker, a former leader of the 
Cleveland Indians, suddenly re- 
signed their positions at the close 
of the 1926 season after an investi- 
gation. 


They appeared before Commissioner 
Landis and when they were unable to 
get Leonard to face them, decided to 
quit the sport, Landis said, rather taan 
to have a hearing without Leonard 
present. 

The decision was in response to a re- 
quest from attorneys representing Cobb 
and Speaker that their status in basee 
ball be defined. This request was in 
contemplation in possible future serve

Peking, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).--Great 
Britain notified both the Peking and 
nationalist governments today that 
Britain was disposed to grant a large 
share of the rights which the Chinese 
contended were theirs. 

Minister Miles Lampson presented 
the British proposals to Marshal Chang 
Tso-Lin and the Peking government at 
the northern capital, while Charge 
d'Affaires Owen-Malley handed simi- 
lar proposals to Eugene Chen, foreign 
minister of the nationalist, or Canton- 
ese, government at Hankow. 

While nothing official was obtainable 
concerning the British proposals, it is 
believed that they offered virtually to 


give up the British concessions as such 
at Hankow and Tientsin and to substi- 
tute therefor international settiements 


in which the Chinese would have a 
very large voice in government of the 
municipalities. 

These territories would become some- 
what like the former German conces- 
sions, but apparently with safeguards 
regarding the efficient administration 
of them, and in regard to foreign rep- 
resentation in the councils.
